At the close of 
the chapter, the author refers the ode "to the chief musician, 
on my stringed instruments." The term may suggest the 
movement in interpreting the music set to it.).

Visits Ephesus, where he leaves Aquila 
and Priscilla; enters into a synagogue, where he reasons with 
the Jews; starts on his return trip to Jerusalem; visits 
Caesarea; crosses over the country of Galatia and Phrygia, 
strengthening the disciples Ac 18:18-23. Returns to Ephesus; 
immerses in the name of the Lord Jesus, and lays his hands 
upon the disciples, who are baptized with the Holy Spirit; 
preaches in the synagogue; remains in Ephesus for two 
years; heals the sick people Ac 19:12. Rebukes the exorcists; 
casts an evil spirit out of a man, and many believe, bringing 
their evil books of sorcery to be burned Ac 19:13-20; 1Co
